DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed on 
05/26/2009. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7-15 are pending in the application and have been examined. 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 05/26/2009 has been entered. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7-15 are allowed. The claims recite a unique synchronization technique 
including the transmission of signals only during a period of time when a cycle counter takes on 
a certain value within a predetermined range. This concept, combined with the rest of the claim 
language, is not taught by the closest prior art.
